At  this  point  I want  to  sincerely  thank  numerous,  gracious  and 
thoughtful  persons,  with  the  name  of  Eustis  and  residing  all  across 
the  United  States,  for  sending  me  a not  unexpected  variety  of  cor- 
rections and  excellent  additional  material.  If  you  were  in  ny 
place  I think  you  would  be  delighted  with  this  help,  equally  as 
regards  both  the  corrections  and  the  additions. 

My  greatest  regret  lies  in  my  failure  to  number  all  the  pages  of 
my  previous  Vol.  I,  but  the  pages  of  Vol.  II  are  numbered.  The 
material  of  Vol.  I is  logically  arranged  up  to  the  Appendix  in 
Vol.  I,  which  was  added  on  at  the  last  minute  before  binding,  to 
include  material  that  might  be  interesting,  if  nothing  more.  Also, 
at  the  last  minute,  I received  valuable  additional  material  about 
descendants  of  William  Eustis  (6),  (See  Item  #50  of  Prof.  Henry  L. 
Eustis)  and  also,  from  Wyatt  St.  Barbe  Eustis,  covering  descend- 
ants of  George  Homer  Eustis  (7)»

b. )  Following  the  first  pink  page  in  Vol.  I,  I immediately  pro- 

vide a supplementary  index  covering  my  own  compilation, 
which  was  designed  to  interne sh  with  that  of  Prof.  Henry 
Lawrence  Eustis,  and  to  bring  together  the  continuing  lives 
of  those  living  both  before  and  those  living  after  1878 
and  their  descendants  to  19^8. 

c. )  At  the  back  of  thiB  book,  Vol.  II,  it  is  ny  somewhat  un- 

happy task  to  provide  a third  index  covering  persons  not 
previously  listed,  or  in  cases  not  adequately  listed,  in  the 
indices  described  above,  so  that,  as  nearly  as  possible,  I 
shall  have  covered  both  additional  information  and  also 
newly  found  persons. 


I sincerely  hope*  and  presume,  that  seriously  interested  people 
of  our  name  will  be  able  to  overcome  the  complications  caused  by 
ny  conscientious  continuing  effort  to  include  everything,  and  to 
do  it  correotly,  while  avoiding  the  great  danger  that  I might  not 
ever  be  able  to  finish  and  to  publish  and  make  available  my  life 
long  genealogical  effort*

"The  Eustis  Family  of  Norman  Origin" 

This  article  is  in  the  great  library  at  The  New  England  Historic 
Genealogical  Society  on  Newbury  Street,  Boston,  Mass*  I copied 
most  of  this  article,  verbatim,  but  omitted  sketches  of  coats  of 
arms  applying  to  various  Eustis  families,  which,  to  me,  are  only 
banners  for  battle,  and  are  not  clearly  authoritative  identifica- 
tion. The  name  or  identity  of  the  author  of  this  article  is  not 
clear  to  me.  It  was  probably  written  by  William  Tracy  Eustis  (7) 
about  I89O,  but  it  seems  unfinished. 

After  publication  of  Vol.  I,  Mrs.  Schilpp  and  I thought  it  ad- 
visable to  determine  what  further  persons,  of  Eustis  name,  we 
oould  find  in  the  United  States,  who  had  not  previously  come  to 
ny  attention.  Accordingly  then,  Mrs.  Schilpp  and  I searched  at 
the  Library  of  the  New  England  Telephone  Co.  every  available 
telephone  book  in  the  United  States.  I believe  there  were  few, 
if  any,  telephone  omissions.  We  found,  of  course,  numerous 
names  of  persons  known  to  us,  or  easily  identified.  In  particu- 
lar, we  found  a very  rewarding  continuation  of  the  Samuel  Eustis 
(6)  group  in  the  west.  (See  Item  #56  of  Prof.  Henry  L.  Eustisj 
also  see  Samuel  Shepard  Eustis  L-l  of  ny  Vol*  I compilation.) 
Also,  please  see  Vol*  II. 

Our  searoh  of  the  telephone  books,  besides  helping  to  identify 
the  young  or  newly  bom,  also  uncovered  a further  group  purport- 
ing to  have  come  from  Cornwall,  England  at  the  same  approximate 
time  as  Tobias  Eustis  (See  0-1  in  my  book  and  Truman  William 
Eustis  (P-1)).  Also  see  Vol.  II.

We  are  indebted  to  Mre.  Harold  Seamon  (Maude  Eustie  9» 
D~55)  for  the  following  information  about  her  father, 
Cartwright  Eustis  (8). 

Resided  in  New  Orleans  and  was  a partner  in  the  firm 
of  A.  Baldwin  & Co.,  wholesale  dealers  in  hardware. 
When  he  left  Cambridge,  Mass,  in  Jan.  1861  he  went  di- 
rectly to  his  mother's  plantation  on  the  Mississippi 
River,  in  Issaquena  County,  Miss.,  where  he  remained 
until  Feb.  1862.  On  March  8,  1862  he  entered  the  Con- 
federate Service  as  a corporal  in  the  10th  Miss.  Regi- 
ment, carried  a musket  until  Oct.  17,  I865,  when  he 
was  transferred  to  the  20th  Louisiana  Regiment  as  a 
Lt.  He  served  as  a line  officer  and  adjutant  until 
Aug.  1864  when  he  was  assigned  to  Gen.  R.L. Gib  son's 
staff,  remained  with  him  thereafter  until  paroled  at 
Meridian,  Miss,  in  May,  1865. 

He  was  shot  through  the  left  thigh  twice;  first  by  a 
canister-shot  in  Apr.  1862  at  Corinth,  Miss.;  2nd 
time  by  a rifle-ball  in  Jan.  I865  at  Murfreesboro.  He 
was  continuously  with  the  Army  of  Tennessee,  command- 
ed successively  by  Gen.  Albert  Sidney  Johnson,  Bragg, 
Joseph  E.  Johnston  and  Hood.  He  was  in  all  of  its 
battles  and  marches,  except  during  period  between 
Apr.  1862  and  Jan.  1 865,  when  he  was  on  furlough  at 
Natchez,  Miss,  recovering  from  wound  he  received  at 
Corinth. 

After  the  war  his  inclination  was  towards  the  law  as 
a profession,  but  finding  himself  without  the  means 
of  support,  the  heavy  responsibilities  pressing  upon 
him,  he  went  to  New  Orleans,  La.  Sept.  I865,  accepted 
a position  as  clerk,  on  a very  small  salary,  in  the 
firm  of  which  he  became  a partner,  then  conducted 
under  the  style  of  C.  H.  Slocomb.  Mr.  Slocomb  died  in 
spring  of  1875>  so  he  was  admitted  a partner  in  the 
firm,  succeeding  to  the  business  on  July  1,  1875,  the 
style  of  the  firm  being  then,  as  now,  A.  Baldwin  & Co. 
importers  and  dealers  in  hardware.  He  was  also  ex- 
tensively engaged  in  raising  sugarcane  and  the  manu- 
facture of  sugar,  on  Bayou  Teche,  in  St.  Mary's  Par- 
ish, La.  Member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Tulane  Educational  Fund.

"This  month,  September  193^,  Eustis,  Nebraska  celebrates 
it 8 Golden  Jubilee  - honors,  too,  the  man  for  whom  it 
was  named,  Percy  Sprague  Eustis,  whose  distinguished 
career  with  the  Burlington  Railroad  also  covered  the  5 0 
honorable  years. 

Mr.  Eustis,  who  still  is  known  to  personal  friends  and 
business  associates  alike  by  cryptic  letters  "P.S.E.", 
has  been  referred  to  as  the  outstanding  passenger  traf- 
fic official  of  American  Railroads. 

The  career  of  "P.S.E.",  like  that  of  many  enterprising 
American  youths  who  climbed  to  positions  of  influence 
and  prominence  in  the  transportation  industry,  began  in 
perfectly  normal  way  of  an  American.  He  was  bom  in 
Milton,  Mass,  on  February  16,  1857»  the  son  of  Alexander 
B.  Eustis.  Following  brief  attendance  at  a private 
school,  he  began  work  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  at  age  14. 

In  the  summer  of  1876  he  met  William  Forbes,  who  was  in- 
terested in  the  building  of  the  C.B.  & Q.  Railroad,  and 
to  him  Mr.  Eustis  expressed  his  intention  of  following 
the  much  earlier  advice  of  Horace  Greely  if  employment 
could  be  found  "out  west".  Mr.  Eustis  was  hired,  report- 
ed for  duty  at  Omaha,  Nebraska  on  November  4,  I876,  at  a 
salary  of  #40.00  a m0nth. 

After  several  positions  Mr.  Eustis  became  Passenger  Traf- 
fic Manager  of  the  entire  Burlington  system,  a post  he

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WILLIAM  TRACY  EUSTIS  (7)  - (See  Vol.  II,  I-l) 

WILLIAM  TRACY  EUSTIS  was  bom  at  79  Prince  Street,  Boston,  Septem- 
ber 29,  1822,  and  died  at  Brookline,  Mass*,  October  11,  1906.  He 
was  the  son  of  Joseph  Eustis  and  Eleanor  St.  Barbe  Tracy. 

In  1628,  his  father  being  abroad  on  business,  his  mother  moved  to 
Portland,  Maine,  where  they  lived  until  18J1,  returning  to  Boston 
in  that  year.  In  1835  he  went  baok  to  Portland  to  live  with  his 
uncle  Charles  Mussey,  at  that  time  a prosperous  merchant,  but  who 
failed  in  the  panic  of  1837 • Leaving  Portland  in  the  ship  Eli 
Whitney,  in  November,  1837,  he  went  to  Savannah,  Georgia,  where  he 
entered  the  employ  of  Greenwood  and  Upham,  staying  with  them  but  a 
few  months,  when  he  returned  to  Portland  and  re-entered  school, 
finishing  his  education  in  1840. 

His  first  real  employment  was  in  Boston  with  Henry  B.  Townsend,  in 
the  wholesale  millinery  business,  where  he  stayed  for  a year  and  a 
half;  but  the  business  not  being  to  his  liking,  he  found  a posi- 
tion with  Cartwright  and  Thayer,  oil  and  lead  commission  merohants, 
on  India  Street,  who  failed  in  1842;  and  in  April,  1843,  he  entered 
the  employ  of  G.  and  N.  Sturt event  and  Co.,  which  firm  was  shortly 
afterwards  changed  to  Atkins  and  Sturtevant,  where  he  stayed  until 
1849,  when  that  firm  was  succeeded  by  E.  H.  Barker  and  Co.,  and  he 
was  with  them  until  18^6 . 

In  1857  he  entered  the  employ  of  Gardner,  Wolcott  and  Co.,  and  on 
the  dissolution  of  the  firm,  became  a partner  of  his  brother-in- 
law,  John  Wesley  Wolcott,  and  was  with  him  until  after  the  Civil 
War,  during  which  he  enlisted  in  the  arny,  and  served  three  months 
at  Port  Warren,  Boston  Harbor,  in  1862,  as  a member  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Corps  of  Cadets,  doing  guard  duty  over  some  famous  prison- 
ers, among  whom  were  Messrs.  Mason  and  Slidell,  of  Trent  fame,  and 
General  Simon  Bolivar  Buckner,  who  had  surrendered  to  General 
Grant  at  Fort  Donelson,  and  George  Eustis  (7),  Item  81,  of  Prof. 

Henry  Lawrence  Eustis. 

In  1868  he  went  with  Sprague,  Soule  and  Co.,  as  a cotton  buyer,  and 
was  with  them  until  1874;  and  in  1878  he  rejoined  his  brother-in- 
law,  and  was  with  him  until  the  latter's  death,  in  I883. 

Retiring  from  business  in  1886,  he  devoted  himself,  until  hie  death, 
to  genealogical  research,  particularly  of  his  own  and  wife's  families. 
Of  the  latter,  the  Dutton  family,  scarfing  with  only  the  fact  that 
Henry  Worthington  Dutton,  hie  wife's  father,  had  received  a legacy 
of  about  five  dollars  from  hie  great  uncle,  Warren  Dutton,  he  suc- 
ceeded in  tracing  some  three  thousand  of  the  IXitton  name.  He  also 
added  considerable  further  information  to  the  Eustis  record,  which 
had  been  compiled  in  I878  by  Professor  Henry  Lawrence  Eustis  of 
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Harvard  University,  and  traced  back  to  1659  a complete  line  of 
his  ancestry  to  William  Eustia.  The  line  was  through  William  (1), 
William  (2),  Joseph  (5),  Joseph  (4),  William  Beers  (5),  Joseph  (6), 
to  William  Tracy  (7 )• 

His  mother,  Eleanor  St.  Barbe  Tracy,  was  the  granddaughter  of 
Wyatt  St.  Barbe,  and  a great-granddaughter  of  Colonel  Moses  Tit- 
comb,  famous  in  Colonial  times  as  the  Major  of  Titcomb's  battery, 
which  did  such  effective  service  at  the  siege  of  Louisbourg,  and 
was  the  principal  means  by  which  the  citadel  surrended  to  the  Eng- 
lish. On  Major  Titcomb's  return  from  the  siege,  he  was  commis- 
sioned Colonel,  and  in  1755  was  killed  by  the  Indians  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Lake  George,  New  York.  He  was  a skilled  Indian  fighter, 
and  the  records  show  that  he  had  the  thorough  confidence  of  the 
men  under  him.  His  loss  was  a great  blow,  not  only  to  his  troops, 
but  also  to  the  citizens  of  Newbuzyport,  and  a sermon  was  preach- 
ed at  his  funeral  on  the  text  "Moses  thy  servant  is  dead."  Col- 
onel Titcomb  was  the  grandson  of  William  Titcomb,  who  emigrated 
to  America  in  l6^4. 

The  great-grandfather  of  William  Tracy  Eustis,  Wyatt  St.  Barbe, 
married  Iydia,  daughter  of  John  and  Iydia  (Goodwill)  Clough,  and 
one  can  see  to-day  in  the  old  Copp's  Hill  buiying-ground  the 
tomb  of  Thomas  Goodwill,  her  father,  who  was  bom  in  1687,  and 
died  in  1749*  Of  the  ancestry  of  Wyatt  St.  Barbe,  who  was  bom 
in  1758,  died  in  1811,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Paul's  Churchyard, 
Newburyport,  it  has  been  traced  in  a direct  line  to  one  Robert 
deSainte  Barbe  in  Normandy  in  the  dim  and  distant  past.  Wyatt 
was  a sea  captain,  and  during  the  Revolution  commanded  the  brig 
Betty,  and  the  writer  has  in  his  possession  a permit  issued  by 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  Port  of  Salem,  April  11,  1777 » 
as  follows:  "Permit  the  Brig  Betty,  Wyatt  St.  Barbe  Master  Navi- 
gator, with  seven  men  to  pass  the  Forts  and  Guards  under  your 
command.  To  the  Conmanding  Officer  or  Officers  of  the  several 
Fortresses  and  Guards  in  the  Harbour  of  Salem.  (Signed)  Warwick 
Palfray. " 

In  1784,  after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  Wyatt  St. 

Barbe,  as  master  of  the  ship  Ceres,  belonging  to  Nathaniel  Tracy 
(a  cousin  of  Nichols,  Jr.,  the  grandfather  of  William  Tracy  Eus- 
tis),  one  of  the  wealthy  men  of  Newburyport,  carried  Thomas  Jef- 
ferson to  France,  to  which  country  he  had  lately  been  appointed 
as  Minister  Plenipotentiary;  and  an  interesting  account  of  the 
voyage  is  found  in  Jefferson's  Autobiography.  In  March,  1796, 
in  a letter  written  to  the  Newburyport  Marine  Society,  Captain 
Wyatt  St.  Barbe  tells  a most  interesting  story,  how,  after  suc- 
coring a British  troop-ship  with  three  hundred  men  aboard,  his 
vessel  was  seized  and  taken  to  Lisbon,  where,  after  much  hard- 
ship and  trouble,  he  proved  his  vessel  and  cargo  to  be  American, 
and  they  were  released. 

Mr.  Eustis  had  travelled  extensively  in  the  United  States,  and 
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had  made  one  short  trip  to  Europe,  and  the  diaries  of  his  experi- 
ences are  most  interesting.  One  trip,  made  in  June,  1847,  the  re- 
cord of  which  has  been  preserved,  and  gives  a detailed  account  of 
the  primitive  means  of  conveyance  in  those  days,  was  to  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  thenoe  by  rail  and  stage  to  Wheeling,  West 
Virginia,  thence  by  steamer  down  the  Ohio,  stopping  at  Cincinnati, 
Louisville  and  St.  Louis,  thence  up  the  Illinois  River  by  steamer 
to  Peru,  Illinois,  where  stage  was  taken  for  Chicago;  from  there 
by  steamer  through  the  lakes  to  Cleveland  and  Buffalo,  and  home 
by  rail* 

In  1889  he  made  a trip  with  his  wife  to  California  and  Alaska,  and 
on  their  return  they  were  caught  in  the  Johnstown  flood,  but  fortu- 
nately their  train  had  crossed  the  Conemaugh  River  before  the 
bridge  was  carried  away,  and  he  witnessed  itB  destruction  from  the 
high  land  on  which  the  train  remained.  In  this  disaster,  over  five 
thousand  lives  were  lost,  and  several  towns  were  swept  away* 

His  most  memorable  trip  was  that  made  in  the  winter  and  spring  of 
1906,  when,  with  some  of  his  children,  he  visited  California,  and 
reaohed  San  Francisco  on  April  16th,  being  at  the  St.  Francis  Hotel 
at  the  time  of  the  earthquake.  His  escape,  and  the  experiences  of 
the  party  during  the  week  following  the  earthquake,  were  most 
thrilling.  In  August*  1906,  a six  hundred  mile  automobile  trip 
through  the  White  and  Green  Mountains  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  him. 

Mr.  Eustis  was  never  so  happy  as  when  travelling;  enjoying  new 
sights  with  the  zest  of  a young  man,  and  with  a wonderful  knowl- 
edge of  nature.  He  was  always  interested  in  new  inventions,  a 
most  genial  companion,  and  kept  constantly  abreast  of  the  times  in 
which  he  lived. 

In  1886  he  was  elected  to  membership  in  the  New  England  Historic 
Genealogical  Society,  and  was  always  a zealous  worker  in  its  fel- 
lowship, serving  on  important  committees,  and  as  a member  of  its 
Council,  1895-1898,  I905-I905. 

During  his  trip  to  Europe,  he  made  an  intensive  study  of  the 
Parish  Records,  at  Bledlow,  and  it  appears  certain  that  he  found 
a reoord  of  William  (1),  as  an  emigres  from  Bledlow  to  the  north 
part  of  Boston,  Massachusetts  (Rumney  Marsh)  at  about  1659*  (See 
Vol.  I,  Item  1.,  of  Prof.  Henry  Lawrence  Eustis)  (Also  see  Vol. 
Library  No.  G-EUS-5  of  New  England  Genealogical  Society)

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Oat land s House  and  Gardena  are  the  work  of  the  only  two  owners 
who  ever  lived  at  Oatlands.  George  Carter,  son  of  Robert  "Council- 
lor" Carter  of  Nomini  Hall  and  great-grandson  of  Robert  "King" 

Carter  of  Corotoman,  built  Oatlands  (1800-180J).  Mr.  and  Mrs. 

Eustis  bought  Oatlands  from  the  founder  of  the  Washington  Post, 
Stilson  Hutchins,  who  had  purchased  it  from  the  Carter  family  in 
189^  but  had  never  lived  there. 

The  land  on  which  George  Carter  built  Oatlands  consisted  of 
5,000  acres  presented  to  him  as  a coming-of-age  gift  in  1798  by  his 
father,  Councillor  Carter.  Adjacent  to  a small  grist  mill  on  Goose 
Creek,  the  tract  was  part  of  the  councillor's  65,095-acre  purchase 
in  1776  from  the  estate  of  Lord  Fairfax,  proprietor  of  the  Northern 
Neck  of  Virginia. 

Reputedly,  a quirk  of  fate  ended  Carter's  bachelorhood  by  sending 
the  widow  Betty  Lewis  to  Oatlands*  door  one  morning  in  1857  when  her 
carriage  broke  down  on  the  road  to  Leesburg.  A tour  of  the  garden, 
a proposal  and  an  acceptance,  and  the  pair  were  soon  wed.  At  the 
end  of  a nine-year  marital  span,  Carter  was  dead,  and  his  widow  and 
their  two  sons  survived  to  inherit  what  an  army  surgeon,  ensconced 
at  Oatlands  during  the  Civil  War,  described  as  "one  of  the  most 
beautiful  spots  in  the  Old  Dominion."  Overspending,  the  Civil  War, 
the  gradual  selling  off  of  fine  furniture  and  the  eventful  taking 
in  of  summer  boarders  went  before  the  end  of  the  Carter  occupancy 
of  Oatlands. 

William  Corcoran  Eustis  and  his  wife,  Edith  Livingston  Morton 
Eustis,  had  been  married  three  years  when  they  made  the  first  of 
three  horse  and  buggy  trips  out  from  Washington  to  see  the  "old 
Carter  place."  If  they  found  Oatlands  to  their  liking,  they  had 
decided,  they  would  buy  it  for  a residence  during  the  hunting  sea- 
son. The  place  was  for  Bale,  but  the  mansion  was  vacant  and  barred 
and  neglected.  The  farm  lands  had  long  been  idle  and  the  gardens 
were  overgrown.  But  through  the  surface  blight,  the  splendor  that 
had  been  and  could  be  again  extended  its  charm,  and  the  Euatises 
bought  Oatlands  without  ever  going  inside  the  mansion. 

Restored,  Oatlands  became  the  Eustis  country  home  in  summer  as 
well  as  during  the  hunting  season.  Their  Washington  home  was  first 
Corcoran  House,  which  Eustis  had  inherited  from  his  grandfather 
William  Corcoran,  donor  of  the  Corcoran  Gallery  of  Art.  Then  after 
Corcoran  House  was  sold  to  become  the  site  for  the  U.  S.  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  they  lived  at  1500  Rhode  Island  Avenue,  N.  W.  This  house 
Mrs.  EustiB  had  inherited  from  her  father,  the  Honorable  Levi  Par-

sons  Morton  of  New  York,  a member  of  Congress  and  Vice  President  of 
the  United  States  under  Benjamin  Harrison  (1889-1895). 

For  Eustis,  who  had  helped  found  the  Loudoun  Hunt  in  189^,  Oat- 
lands spelled  the  magic  of  the  hunt.  For  Mrs.  Eustis  it  held  the 
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ohallenge  of  a garden  that  became’ more  and  more  absorbing*  Old 
plantings  were  conditioned  and  treasured,  formal  English  box  hedges 
were  added  and  the  garden  area  was  extended.  Parterres  and  terraces 
were  designed  and  a balustrade  embellished  the  south  and  east  sides 
of  the  front  terrace.  Then,  where  George  Carter's  bowling  green  ■ 
had  been  until  a vegetable  garden  took  its  place,  appeared  that  long 
lovely  green  corridor  known  as  the  boxwood  allee. 

Sinoe  they  had  a Washington  residence,  the  Euatises  planned  to  re- 
store Oatlands  to  full  beauty  and  splendor  to  use  as  a country  place, 
a place  to  stable  Eustis'  famous  horses  and  a place  for  the  hunt. 

From  the  time  of  his  death  in  1921  until  her  own  in  1964*  however, 
Mrs.  Eustis  spent  more  and  more  time  there,  perfecting  the  gardens 
and  involving  herself  in  welfare  work.  In  1965  her  daughters,  Mrs. 
David  E.  Finley  and  Mrs.  Eustis  Emmet,  who  inherited  the  property, 
gave  Oatlands  House,  furnishings,  gardens  and  26l  acres  of  surround- 
ing land,  with  an  endowment  for  preservation  and  maintenance,  to  the 
National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  as  a memorial  to  their  par- 
ents. Oatlands  will  never  have  to  worry  about  threats  to  its  natu- 
ral setting  or  atmosphere.  Through  their  grant  (authorized  by  the 
I966  Virginia  General  Assembly's  Open  Space  Land  Act)  of  scenic 
easements  to  2^7  acres  adjoining  and  15  acres  across  from  the  estate, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Finley  and  Mrs.  Emmet,  who  own  country  homes  on  prop- 
erties adjacent  to  Oatlands,  have  made  sure  of  the  future.  The  Fin- 
leys own  "Little  Oatlands",  and  Mrs.  Emmet  owns  "Oatlands  Hamlet."

LAWMAKERS  PURSUES  OWN  INQUIRY  ON  SAII£R'3 
ATTEMPT  TO  DEFECT 

Ooast  Guard  Winds  Up  Its  Investigation  Allowing 

"Early  Retirment"  for  Officers 
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The  National  Observer  Monday,  Dec.  28,  1970 

From  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Coast  Guard  closed  its  books  on  the  Simas  Kudirka  incident  . 
last  week,  in  effect  sacking  the  two  senior  officers  who  gave  the 
order  to  return  a Lithuanian  sailor  to  a Russian  fishing  ship  after 
he  jumped  aboard  a Coast  Guard  cutter  off  Cape  Cod  seeking  asylum. 

But  the  case  was  not  quite  finished.  Rep.  Wayne  L.  Hays  of  Ohio, 
chairman  ofa  House  Foreign  Affairs  subcommittee  looking  into  the  in- 
cident, asked  that  the  two  officers  be  ordered  to  testify  to  his  sub- 
committee. 

The  officers,  Rear  Adm.  William  B.  Ellis  and  Capt.  Fletcher  W. 

Brown,  were  told  they  would  be  allowed  to  retire  early  rather  than 
face  a court-martial.  Admiral  Ellis  is  the  commander  of  the  Boston 
Coast  Guard  District,  and  Captain  Brown  is  his  chief  cf  staff.  Condr. 
Ralph  W.  Eustis,  skipper  of  the  cutter  Vigilant,  was  reprimanded  and 
reassigned  to  a Coast  Guard  base  in  New  York. 

Transportation  Secretary  John  Volpe,  whose  department  administers 
Coast  Guard  affairs,  released  a 1,000  page  transcript  of  an  inquiry 
that  sets  out  the  events  of  the  Nov.  2J  incident.  In  the  Coast 
Guard  report,  the  responsibility  for  issuing  the  order  to  return 
Kudirka  to  the  trawler  Sovetskaya  Litva  is  assigned  to  Captain  Brown, 
who  was  receiving  advice  from  Admiral  Ellis  from  the  Admirals  home, 
where  he  was  ill. 

This  order  was  given  first  at  6:^4  p.m.,  more  than  two  hours 
after  Kudirka  jumped  aboard  the  ship.  Commander  Eustis  was  told  to 
hand  Kudirka  back  if  the  Russians  asked  for  him. 

But  more  ship-to-shore  telephone  calls  followed,  with  Commander 
Eustis*  plea  that  he  was  afraid  the  Russians  would  hurt  Kudirka.  To 
this,  according  to  the  report,  Admiral  Ellis  replied:  "I  don't  think 
that  will  happen.  They  are  not  barbarians. 8 

At  8 p.m.,  the  Russians  presented  a formal  written  request  to  Com- 
mander Eustis  to  return  the  defector,  charging  that  Kudirka  had  stolen 
money  from  the  stateroom  of  the  Russian  captain. 

At  8:19  p.m.,  Commander  Eustis  talked  with  Captain  Brown  once  again, 
telling  him  that  he  had  received  the  Russian  demand.  Captain  Brown 
ordered  him  again  to  turn  the  sailor  over  to  the  Russians. 

On  board  the  cutter  Vigilant,  Commander  EuBtis  failed  in  his  at- 
tempts to  talk  Kudirka  into  giving  up  to  the  Russians  peacefully.  By 
9:^0  p.m.,  the  Russians  were  equally  unsuccessful.  And  at  10:  l4  p.m., 
Commander  Eustis  telephoned  Captain  Brown  to  tell  him  that  the  situa- 
tion on  board  the  Vigilant  had  grown  tense.  At  this  pont,  Kudirka* s 
fate  was  sealed.  Says  the  Coast  Guard  report: 
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"Captain  Brown  said:  "You  have  your  orders.  You  have  no  discre- 
tion. Use  whatever  force  is  necessary.  Do  not  let  any  incident 
occur." 

Reluctantly,  and  near  tears,  Commander  Eustis  told  the  Russians 
that  they  could  take  Kudirka.  At  10:45  p.m.  Commander  EustiB  escorted 
the  Russians  to  Kudirka,  who  asked  for  a knife  to  kill  himself  rather 
than  be  taken.  In  harrowing  detail,  the  report  tells  what  happened 
next: 

"The  Soviet  party  started  with  Kudirka  down  the  ladder  from  the 
watchstander' s head,  on  the  02  deck,  to  the  01  deck,  where  the  cap- 
tain's cabin  was  located.  . . . Kudirka  was  resisting  strenuously. 

When  they  reached  the  bottom  of  the  ladder,  Kudirka  broke  away,  ran 
across  the  passageway,  and  attempted  to  enter  Commander  Eustis' 
cabin.  Kudirka  managed  to  open  the  cabin  door  before  he  was  grabbed 
by  the  Soviets  who  tried  to  break  the  grip  he  had  on  the  cabin  door 
knob.  . . . 

"Once  on  the  port  deck,  Kudirka  broke  loose  from  the  Soviet  party 
again,  and  made  his  way  underneath  the  port-motor  lifeboat,  where  the 
struggle  continued.  Kudirka  then  went  over  the  side  of  the  port-boat 
deck,  apparently  going  overboard.  Actually  he  swung  from  the  01  deck 
to  the  main  deck. 

"Man  Overboard"  was  sounded  throughout  the  ship. 

"While  this  was  taking  place,  a great  number  of  Soviet  crewmen  had 
gathered  at  the  rail  of  the  Soviet  ship.  As  they  followed  the  strug- 
gle a few  feet  away  aboard  the  Vigilant,  they  screamed,  yelled,  and 
pointed,  creating  a substantial  commotion.  The  Soviet  crew  saw  that 
Kudirka  had  not  gone  overboard  and  they  tried  to  point  him  out  to  his 
pursuers. 

"It  was  11  p.m.  The  two  ships  were  moored  about  three  feet  apart. 
Thinking  that  the  man  might  be  orushed  between  the  ships,  and  recog- 
nizing the  potential  for  trouble  in  this  heated  situation,  Commander 
Eustis  ordered  Vigilant  to  break  away  and  to  get  under  way  immediately. 

"Since  the  mooring  lines  were  aboard  the  Soviet  vessel,  all  but  two 
lines  were  let  go  by  their  bitter  ends.  Two  other  lines  were  cut  with 
axes.  During  the  unmooring,  Commander  Eustis  had  the  conn  (ship  con- 
trol). In  backing  straight  down  and  standing  clear  of  the  Soviet 
vessel,  the  Soviets'  yard  boom  net  knocked  down  the  Vigilant's  anten- 
nae, carried  away  forward  port  life  lines,  a port  running  light,  and 
damaged  three  of  four  stanchions. 

"Kudirka  swung  from  the  port-boat  deck  to  the  main  deck  and  ran 
down  the  port  aircastle  into  the  fantail.  ..." 

It  was  at  this  point  that  Kudirka  tried  to  jump  overboard  and  was 
restrained  by  a Coast  Guardsman.  The  fight  raged  on.  At  11:15  p.m. 
it  was  all  over.  The  Russians  trussed  Kudirka  in  a blanket. 
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"Commander  Euatie  went  to  the  boat  deck  where  Kudirka  had  been 
taken,  bound  in  the  blanket,  and  attempted  to  express  to  Kudirka 
his  sympathy  and  personal  concern.  Although  Kudirka  said  nothing, 
Commander  Eustis  felt  that  he  had  been  understood.  . . ." 

Crewmen  from  the  Vigilant  rowed  the  Russians  and  their  prize 
back  to  the  Sovetskaya  Litva.  The  Soviets  lowered  their  net  to  the 
boat.  Concludes  this  portion  of  the  Coast  Guard  report: 

"The  Soviet  crewmen  threw  Kudirka  on  the  engine  hatch.  From  there 
he  was  thrown  into  the  net.  The  other  Soviets  climbed  on  top  of  him 
and  they  were  all  raised  to  the  deck  of  the  Soviet  ship.  From  that 
time  on,  it  was  impossible  for  the  boat  crew  to  observe  what  was  hap- 
pening to  Kudirka  on  the  deck  of  the  Soviet  ship." 

•The  Coast  Guard  in  Washington  said  the  skipper  of  Vigilant,  Cmdr. 
Ralph  W.  Eustis,  who  was  the  man  in  command  on  the  scene,  will  be- 
come executive  officer  of  the  Coast  Guard  base  in  New  York.

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Under  section  headed  HS"  by  Warner  Eustis  it  is  stated  that  Marble- 
head records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  are  voluminous  and  are 
available  to  investigators  at  Marblehead.

Dear  Mr.  Eustis  : 

Your  recent  letter  was  just  received,  also  the  November 
15th  one.  When  your  first  inquiries  arrived  my  husband 
wsb  not  too  well  and  really  wasn't  too  interested  in  look- 
ing back,  so  everything  was  turned  over  to  Alvin  Jr.  and 
his  wife.  His  wife,  Helen  Sarah  (Sally)  was  sufficiently 
interested  to  go  ahead. 

Now,  Alvin  Jr.  was  born  when  v/e  were  living  in  Republic, 
Washington,  very  close  to  the  Canadian  Border.  This  was 
in  1917*  Our  very  excellent  doctor  went  into  the  service 
leaving  only  two  old  doctors  who  had  long  ceased  to  prac- 
tice. Fearing  his  replacement  would  not  arrive  in  time 
I went  to  my  mother  in  Coeur  D'Alene,  Idaho  where  Alvin  Jr. 
was  born  and  returned  one  month  later  to  Republic,  Wash, 
so  that  was  the  extent  of  his  sojourn  in  Cd'A. 

When  Alvin  Jr.  was  two,  in  1919,  we  moved  to  Pullman, 

Wash,  for  one  year.  In  1920  we  moved  to  Cheney  wnere  ny 
husband  was  athletic  director  in  Eastern  Washington  State 
College  for  seven  years.  Since  then  we  have  lived  in  the 
Bay  Area,  always  near  San  Francisco. 
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Win.  Henry,  our  second  boy,  was  bom  while  we  were  in 
Cheney,  Washington.  As  it  seemed  best  to  return  to  ny 
former  doctor  in  Coeur  D'Alene.  I married  Alvin  A. 

Senior  in  Coeur  D'Alene  August  1,  1916.  Wm.  Henry  lives 
in  Yakima  Washington,  teaches  Chemistry  and  Mathematics 
at  Yakima  Valley  College. 

Now  about  George  Henry  Eustis  (ny  husband's  father).  When 
he  was  bom  I understand  his  mother  died.  Two  Eustis  women 
who  lived  in  the  Octagon  House  took  him.  Later  when  his 
father  wanted  him  back  they  refused  to  give  him  up  and  so 
raised  him  in  the  old  house.  He  lived  there  until  after 
he  married.  He  apparently  was  never  adopted  legally  and 
apparently  never  claimed  any  inheritance  of  the  family.  He 
was  a very  fine  man,  had  a beautiful  voice  and  'twas  from 
him  ny  husband  got  much  of  his  sweetness.  I am  under  the 
impression  that  my  husband's  sister  was  bom  in  the  Octa- 
gon House. 

We  have  been  very  distraught  here  for  several  months.  In 
June  we  bought  a summer  home  on  Curlew  Lake  near  Republic, 
Washington.  We  were  busy  packing  and  disposing  of  things 
when  ny  husband  had  two  falls  ten  days  apart,  but  we  sus- 
pected nothing  serious  after  xrays,  examinations,  etc. 

We  were  at  the  lake  just  five  weeks,  when  after  several 
visits  to  the  doctor  there  we  rushed  him  back  to  the  Say 
Area  for  expert  Medical  Advice.  He  spent  four  months  in 
hospitals  and  nursing  homes.  His  trouble  was  diagnosed  as 
arterioschleratic  heart  disease.  During  the  four  monthB  he 
had  pneumonia  twice,  the  last  of  which  he  did  not  survive 
and  so  passed  away  on  January  17,  1970. 

I shall  go  back  to  Curlew  Lake  in  April  if  you  wish  to 
inquire  further,  address  - Republic,  Washington,  Rt.  1, 
99166. 

And  so  you  see,  there  is  really  no  nystery  or  skeleton. 

At  the  time  of  George  Henry's  birth  children  were  often 
raised  by  other  families,  using  the  name,  etc.  I remember 
ny  grandmother  in  Iowa  did  just  this  anjl  ny  own  mother 
partially  raised  a boy  in  the  same  manner.  And  so,  George 
Henry  was  not  truly  a Eustis.  I often  heard  him  speak  of 
the  Octagon  House.  All  this  information  we  gradually  got 
together  after  your  first  inquiries.  It  took  a little  do- 
ing.

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COMMENTS  BY  WARNER  BU3TIS  1970 


After  reading  Mre.  Alvin  Allen  Bustle  Sr.  letter  of  Jan.  Jl,  1970 
from  the  widow  of  Alvin  Allen  Bustle  Sit.  (T— 24)  (reproduced  herein) 
that  this  Euetie  group  are  not  descended  from  William  (5)  and  Wil- 
liam (6)  item  No.  29  and  item  No.  5 0 of  Prof.  Henry  Lawrence  Eus- 
tis  thru  William  (7)  who  left  home  at  the  Ootagon  House  in  Lake 
Mill*  Jefferson  County , Wisconsin*  near  Fort  Atkinson  in  the  town 
of  Oakland,  Wisconsin. 

The  boy,  George  Henry  Eustis,  father  of  Alvin  Allen  Eustis  Sr.,  was 
raised  says  Mrs.  Eustis  by  na  Eustis  woman"  at  the  Octagon  House, 
Lake  Mills.  Since  William  (7)  bequeathed  his  belongings  to  his  sis- 
ter, Frances  (7)  (Mrs.  Bond)  it  would  be  reasonable  to  believe  that 
George  was  a son  of  William  (7 ) )ltem  V-5.  The  statement  by  Mrs. 
Alvin  Eustis  Sr.  that  her  husband’s  father  never  olaimed  any  inheri- 
tance may  only  indicate  that  he  appreciated  the  home  provided  by 
Frances  Eustis  Bond,  and,  perhaps,  in  State  of  Wisconsin  the  law 
eould  not  provide  any  right  of  inheritance  in  absence  of  provisions 
in  Frances  Eustis  Bond's  will  (if  any)  to  the  child  of  her  brother 
as  against  her  own  husband  and  six  children. 

Mrs.  Alvin  Allen  Eustis  Sr.'s  comment  in  her  letter  of  Jan.  21, 

1970  to  the  effeot  that  George  Henry  was  not  "adopted  legally" 
seems  to  me  to  offer  no  confirmation  to  her  thought  that  he  was 
not  aotually  a Eustis,  but  simply  adopted  the  name.  It  seems  to 
me  that  the  motive  for  raising  the  boy  arose  from  the  fact  that 
he  was  the  son  of  William  (7),  brother  of  Frances  Bond  and  Eliza- 
beth Eustis  Hart. 

Thus,  I feel  it  is  very  probablp  that  Prof.  Alvin  Allen  Eustis  is 
a descendant  of  William  (6)  and  William  (7 ) - Items  29  and  $0  of 
Prof.  Henry  Lawrence  Eustis. 

Although  it  produces  considerable  repetition,  now  that  I am  pre- 
paring Vol.  II  of  ay  Genealogy  of  the  Eustis  Families,  it  appears 
to  me  that  I should  reproduoe,  verbatim  herein,  the  correspondence 
from  Mrs.  Alvin  Allen  Eustis  Sr.  and  also  the  article,  believed 
by  me  to  have  been  written  by  R.  B.  Hart  (son  of  Elizabeth  Eustis 
(Barger)  Hart  (7),  Item  V-2,  whioh  article  appeared  in  the  Cumber- 
land Advooate  (probably  of  Cumberland,  Wisoonain)  July  14,  1922. 

This  may  be  helpful  to  future  genealogists  wishing  to  verify  or 
expand  ny  findings. 

COPT  OF  CUMBERLAND  ADVOOATE.  July  14.  1952 

One  of  the  pleasant  incidents  of  a recent  visit  to  the  home  of  ay 
boyhood  in  Jefferson  county  was  the  opportunity  I had  to  again  in- 
spect the  interior  of  the  octogonal  stone  house,  bully,  by  age  grand- 
father, William  Eustis,  which  was  the  soene  of  many  pleasureable 
events  of  my  boyhood  days. 


The  visit  was  particularly  interesting  beoause  I had  not  been  on 
the  premisses  since  it  passed  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Eustis 
family  forty  years  or  so  ago*  Very  fortunately,  Mrs.  Arthur  Gafke, 
wife  of  the  present  owner,  happened  to  oall  at  the  Perry  home  one 
evening  when  I was  there.  When  I expressed  the  desire  to  look  at 
the  old  house,  Mrs.  Gafke  extended  a most  cordial  invitation  to  do 
so.  Perhaps  her  readiness  for  the  inspection  was  influenced  some- 
what by  her  pride  in  the  place  on  whioh  so  many  improvements  have 
been  made  during  the  two  years  in  which  she  has  been  its  mistress* 
She  seemed  anxious  also  to  obtain  some  definite  historical  infor- 
mation concerning  the  house  and  the  family  which  built  it,  for, 
she  told  us,  she  and  her  husband  had  searched  Indiana,  Illinois 
and  Wisconsin  for  a landmark  out  of  which  to  make  a modern  rural 
home,  with  the  result  that  this  place  was  finally  chosen* 

I wanted  to  make  the  visit  something  of  an  event,  so  I invited  all 
of  the  relatives  in  that  neighborhood  to  aocompaxty  me  and  who  had 
ever  lived  or  been  frequent  visitors  in  it  during  the  Eustis  re- 
gime, whioh  inoluded  my  sister,  Mrs*  Ina  Hart  Perry,  my  nephew. 
Prank  L*  Eustis  and  his  wife,  ny  nieoe,  Mrs.  Allie  Eustis  Maok, 
and  her  husband  Prank,  and  ny  seoond  cousin,  Mrs*  Ella  Winslow 
Good ri oh. 

This  quite  spectaoular  house  is  situated  on  Highway  18  about  six 
miles  west  of  Jefferson  in  the  town  of  Oakland*  The  accompanying 
picture  was  taken  many  years  ago  and  shows  the  plaoe  just  as  I 
remember  it* 

The  highway  runs  through  the  middle  of  a quarter  section  which 
grandfather  purchased  when  he  came  to  Wisconsin  in  1846.  The  lahd 
is  practioally  level  exoept  for  a small  pond  in  the  northwest  cor- 
ner in  whioh  water  still  stands.  When  he  bought  it,  it  was  cover- 
ed with  hardwood  timber,  large  trees  with  no  underbrush  - oak 
openings,  as  it  was  called*  One  of  my  early  reoolleotions  is  the 
immense  number  of  stumps  on  part  of  the  northwest  forty,  evidenoe 
of  the  work  involved  in  clearing  the  land.  The  house  tood  on  a 
very  slight  elevation  on  the  north  side  of  the  road  in  the  center 
of  the  northeast  forty,  whioh  so  long  as  grandfather  lived,  was 
left  in  a state  of  nature  exoept  for  five  aores  or  so  of  clear- 
ing in  the  southwest  corner.  The  woods  came  within  a few  rods  of 
the  house  and  surrounded  the  barn  on  the  north  and  east. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  highway,  when  I can  first  remember,  was 
an  orchard  extending  clear  aoross  the  forty  and  oovering  five 
aores  or  more.  In  it  there  were  trees  of  many  varieties  from  early 
summer  apples  to  those  which  were  still  good  the  next  June*  Among 
them  were  many  varietites  which  I have  never  seen  elsewhere*  In 
the  fall  we  ohildren  had  the  time  of  our  lives  prowling  in  this 
orchard  and  sampling  the  fruit*  There  were  cooking  apples  so  sour 
that  they  set  ones  teeth  on  edge,  but  still  with  a delicious 
flavor;  there  were  sweet  apples  of  many  varieties,  there  were  some 
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pond  pippins,  and  a variety  wo  called  the  "pear  apple"  from  the 
similarity  of  the  taste  to  that  fruit. 

So  far  as  I remember,  no  commercial  use  was  ever  made  of  the  fruit, 
but  the  fruit  oellar  was  filled  every  year  with  a hundred  bushels  or 
more  and  1 could  eat  my  fill  every  time  I went  there,  which  was  a 
real  treat  as  our  own  orohard  had  not  then  come  into  bearing. 

Grandfather  was  one  of  the  original  stockholders  in  the  First  Nat- 
ional Bank  at  Ft.  Atkinson,  of  which  he  served  as  director,  and  he 
retained  his  stock  until  his  death.  He  also  served  as  treasurer  of 
the  Jefferson  County  Agricultural  Sooiety. 

Shortly  after  the  completion  of  the  Union  and  Central  Pacific  Rail- 
ways, grandfather  visited  his  daughter  in  California  and  was  per- 
haps the  first  person  in  that  part  of  the  state  to  make  such  a trip. 
From  Omaha  he  traveled  in  an  emigrant  car  attached  to  a freight 
train.  The  passengers  carried  their  own  bedding  and  cooked  their 
own  meals.  It  took  a week  to  make  the  trip.  Going  up  the  mountains 
the  train  proceeded  so  slowly  that  passengers  could  pick  flowers 
along  the  right  of  way.  He  brought  back  as  gifts  for  the  family 
many  curios  of  Chinese  origin,  which  included  a number  of  inlaid 
work  boxes.  I can  well  remember  the  excitement  rampant  the  night 
he  called  in  the  family  and  distributed  the  gifts. 

Grandfather  was  a Republican  in  politics  after  the  formation  of 
that  party.  He  was  an  ardent  Union  man  during  the  civil  war,  and 
assisted  in  the  ereotion  of  a "Liberty  Pole"  on  the  sohool  grounds, 
which  was  still  standing  when  I entered  school.  It  was  a tamarack 
40  feet  long  at  least.  However,  he  hired  a substitute  for  his  son, 
at  the  urgent  insi stance  of  his  wife,  as  rumor  came  to  me.  If  he 
were  alive  today  he  would  doubtless  be  a militant  prohibitionist. 

The  Wisconsin  Chief,  a weekly  temperance  paper,  established  at  Ft. 
Atkinson  in  1849,  published  the  following  article  shortly  after 
his  death  in  April,  1881 t 

The  late  Mr.  Bustis  joined  the  Ft.  Atkinson  Lodge  of  Good  Templars 
in  18^8.  In  1859  the  members  from  Oakland  withdrew  and  organized  a 
lodge  of  their  own  in  town.  He  was  a firm  supporter  of  the  order 
and  very  active  in  lodge  and  convention  work,  so  long  as  health 
permitted.  In  Jen.,  1868,  an  essay  of  his  on  the  "order  of  Good 
Templars"  (read  at  a session  of  the  oounty  convention  held  at  Lake 
Mills)  was  published  in  the  Chief,  and  the  convention  circulated 
1,000  extra  copies  in  the  county. 

As  I remember  grandfather,  he  was  not  only  a teetotaler  but  he 
did  not  use  tobaooo,  tea  or  coffee,  and  I never  heard  him  use 
vulgar  or  profane  language.  But  he  had  not  always  been  so  abstem- 
ious. Legend  has  it  that  one  day  he  drove  to  Lake  Mills,  stop- 
ping an  acquaintance  on  the  way  to  borrow  some  ohewing  tobacco. 

At  a home  where  he  visited  he  chanced  to  pick  up  a pamphlet  de- 
scribing the  evils  resulting  from  the  use  of  those  articles,  which 
made  suoh  an  impression  on  his  mind  that  he  immediately  stopped 
their  use.  But  he  did  buy  some  tobacoo  to  return  what  ho  had  bor- 
rowed* A cup  of  hot  water  with  a little  milk  in  it  beoame  his  table 
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beverage* 


Grandfather  took  an  active  interest  in  local  affairs,  held  various 
town  offices  and  served  one  term  as  member  of  assembly.  According 
to  reports,  he  was  for  years  town  clerk.  His  activities  in  this 
office  may  be  judged  from  an  excerpt  from  an  article  "Old  Eustia 
Place"  by  Mrs.  Lillian  Stair  Schriner  of  Ft.  Atkinson,  which  ap 
peared  years  ago  in  a Milwaukee  paper.  She  wrote; 

For  many  years  William  Eustis  held  the  office  of  town  clerk,  and 
to  him  the  country  school  ma'ama  were  obliged  to  come  for  their 
examinations.  These  latter  were  all  oral  and  much  dreaded  by  the 
teachers  owing  to  the  queer  and  puzzling  questions  asked  by  the 
kindly  but  excentric  examiner.  Many  a tale  might  the  walls  of  the 
old  house  tell  of  more  than  one  trembling  miss  as  she  passed  the 
hospitable  doorway,  flanked  on  either  side  by  the  rows  of  colon- 
ial windows,  to  the  dreaded  ordeal  within. 

Of  course  this  phase  of  school  government  antedates  ny  recollec- 
tion. County  superintendents  were  already  in  vogue  when  ay  school 
days  began.  My  first  recollection  of  such  an  official  was  a visit 
to  our  school  by  Samuel  A.  Craig.  The  fact  that  he  was  blind  in 
one  eye  perhaps  impressed  this  visit  on  my  mind.  From  my  acquain- 
tance with  grandfather  I would  wager  dollars  to  doughnuts  that  he 
acquired  in  the  oral  examinations  a more  comprehensive  knowledge 
of  the  mental  ability  of  the  applicant  than  did  many  of  the  early 
superintendents  with  written  examinations. 

It  is  also  said  that  grandfather  had  a penchent  for  auctions,  and 
was  quite  inclined  to  bid  on  anything  which  looked  cheap,  quite 
regardless  of  whether  he  had  any  use  for  it  or  not,  especially 
what  Bill  Jeffery  would  call  "job  lots".  One  time  when  he  had 
brought  home  a mess  of  this  kind,  his  wife  sarcastically  remarked 
"So  you  have  brought  home  some  stuff  to  put  in  the  cellar."  Per- 
haps this  trait  was  due  to  his  yankee  blood.  The  same  trait  is  in 
By  blood,  so  much  so  that  after  considerable  experience  I cut  out 
auctions  entirely,  just  as  grandfather  did  to  tobacco.  He  disliked 
to  discard  anything.  I was  told  that  at  one  time  he  had  a room  in 
the  cellar  full  of  newspapers  which  finally  caught  fire  and  near- 
ly burned  down  the  house. 

I think  grandfather  must  have  been  rather  austere  in  his  old  age  - 
at  least  he  never  took  any  such  interest  in  me  or  in  any  of  his 
other  grandchildren  as  I do  in  mine.  I have  no  recollection  of 
his  ever  playing  with  us  or  attempting  to  amuse  us.  My  most  vivid 
recollection  of  him  riding  in  his  top  buggy  behind  "Old  Jim"  a 
gray  horse,  well  advanced  in  years,  which  he  used  quite  frequent- 
ly in  trips  to  market  and  about  the  country.  Jim,  under  grand- 
father's guidance,  had  developed  a jog  trot  which  was  just  faster 
than  a walk  and  he  disliked  very  much  to  vary  that  pace,  although 
he  could  step  quite  lively  when  Frank  drove  him  after  grandfather's 
death. 


death 


Perhaps  his  austerity  was  due  domewhat  to  an  accident  he  had  when 
he  was  JO  yeare  of  age.  The  family  spent  New  Years  at  our  house. 
They  came  in  a sled  on  which  there  was  room  to  stand  behind  the 

seat.  The  seat  was  full  and  he  started  to  drive  home  standing  up, 

but  the  horse  started  suddenly  and  he  fell  backward,  striking  his 
head  on  the  ice  and  causing  concussion  of  the  brain.  His  life 
hung  in  the  balanoe  for  days.  He  finally  recovered,  but  with  phy- 
sical activity  quite  evidently  diminished. 

The  question  is  often  asked,  "Why  did  William  Eustis  build  such  a 
house?"  but  the  echo  answers  “Why?"  His  children  have  all  follow- 
ed him  to  the  better  land,  and  it  never  occurred  to  any  of  his 
grandchildren  who  were  so  familiar  with  the  house  that  it  was  pe- 
culiar. I have  tried  to  give  something  of  a picture  of  the  man  who 

built  it,  with  the  idea  that  it  might  afford  some  clue  to  the 

answer.

Dear  Mr.  Eustis s 

On  July  28,  1969*  from  my  susmer  home  in  Maine,  I acknowledged  re- 
ceipt of  your  communication  about  your  genealogical  history  with 
appreciation  for  its  dearness  and  apparent  authenticity,  which  is 
of  basic  importance  to  a genealogist. 

You  were  unable  to  tell  much  about  your  grandfather  but  said  he  was 
bom  in  Bangor,  Maine.  I took  a day  last  summer  and  went  to  Bangor. 
It  was  a hard  day.  I searched  the  Bangor  Records  diligently,  back  to 
the  founding  of  the  State  of  Maine  about  1810,  including  various 
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church  records  of  Rev.  Harvey  Loomis  1821  to  1852  and  licensing 
records.  I did  not  find  the  birth  record  of  James  F.  Eustis  or 
anything  about  him. 

I found  in  the  marriage  reeerds  that  a Miss  Iydia  Eustis  listed 
from  Prospeot,  Maine  married  a Joseph  Mills  of  Bangor  on  Maroh  }1, 
18J5  and  I know  from  the  compilation  of  Prof.  Henry  Lawrence  Eus- 
tis  of  Harvard  that  there  were  various  people  in  Prospect*  Maine- 
by  the  name  of  Eustis.  (See  Prof.  H.L.  Eustis  compilation  in  my 
book) 

I also  found  that  Solon  Eustis  of  Bangor*  Maine  married  Ezra  Pat- 
ten  February  15*  1855*  (See  Item  40,  page  214,  Prof.  Eustis)  He 
mentions  here  Solon  Eustis  as  the  seventh  child  of  Thomas  (5)  Eus- 
tis and  his  wife*  Hanna  Graham  of  Malden*  but  says  he  died  with- 
out issue  on  January*  1871. 

I also  found  in  the  Bangor  reoord  the  birth  records  of  two  chil- 
dren to  Joseph  Eustis  (5)  and  Triphosa  French.  (See  compilation 
of  Prof.  Eustis  Item  46*  page  216)  There  were  nine  ohildren  by 
this  marriage  but  only  Martha  T.  and  Joseph  showed  on  my  searoh 
of  Bangor  records  as  having  been  born  there.  Joseph  died  in  New 
Orleans  unmarried*  so  it  appears  you  can't  be  descended  from 
Joseph  and  Triphosa  French  Eustis. 

Prof.  Henry  L.  Eustis  shows  on  page  210*  item  24*  that  Joseph* 
above*  had  four  brothers  as  follows! 

James  (5)  married  Octavia  French  of  Prospeot*  Maine  and 
they  had  a son  Jsmea  Everett  French  Eustis  and  you  can 
follow  that  man  down  in  my  book  to  Stanton  Bussell  listed 
as  G-2.  Stanton  died  January  24*  1970.  I knew  him  person- 
ally, as  he  lived  in  Wellesley*  Mass,  for  many  years  and 
had  a large  insurance  business  in  Boston,  Maos. 

Leonard  Eustis  (5)  (Item  47  Prof.  Eustis)  had  a son  Leo- 
nard (6)  (see  item  7 0,  page  221)  who  married  Annie  Bolton 
at  Portland*  Maine,  June  24*  1872.  They  had  one  child  Leo- 
nard (7)  born  April  26*  1875  and  died  the  same  year  so  that 
family  fades  out. 

My  next  effort  was  to  search  the  vital  statistics  at  Everett, 
Mass.*  whioh  I previously  searched  once  before*  a year  ago.  Your 
father*  Charles  Benten  Eustis*  is  not  reoorded  in  the  births  at 
Everett*  Mass.  The  school  reoord  shows  his  name  as  a student  in 
Everett  with  the  correct  birth  date  as  given  by  you  but  no  par- 
ents or  guardian  or  other  information  appears,  so  I was  stopped 
in  my  hope  to  get  a confirmation  of  your  grandfather  and  grand- 
mother, James  F.  Eustis  and  Lottie  Pray,  (see  Ann  Pratt,  wife  of 
James  E.  French  Eustis,  item  68,  page  221) 

I then  searohed  the  reoords  at  Mass.  State  House,  which  are  sup- 
posed to  have  everyone  bom  in  Massachusetts.  Your  father,  Char- 
les Benten  Eustis,  appears  not  to  have  been  bom  in  Everett  nor 
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In  Massachusetts,  although  he  went  to  school  for  an  unknown  period 
in  Everett,  Mass*  I searched  five  years  back  and  front  of  birth 
date  you  gave,  July  10,  1686,  In  the  state  reoords* 

In  passing,  I would  report  that  the  Mass*  records  show  Carl  Eus- 
tls  boro  In  Chelsea,  Mass.  November  15»  1866  to  Thomas  F.  Eustls 
-and  Ada  R*  They  lived  at  Spencer  Avenue,  Chelsea,  Mass. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Prof*  Eustls  compilation  was  published  In 
1878  ao  neither  this  man  la  Included  nor  Charles  Benten  Eustls* 
Carl  Is  a surprise  to  me. 

I enclose,  herewith,  a book  beginning  with  a complete  reproduc- 
tion of  Prof.  Henxy  Lawrence  Eustls1  herolo  compilation  followed 
by  ny  own  work  into  meshing  with  Prof.  Bustle'  book  and  running 
up  to  1966.  I asked  In  ny  book  for  oorreotions  and  additions. 
Gracious  members  of  the  Eustis  name  have  provided  a few  correc- 
tions and  considerable  new  material,  which  I am  about  to  publish* 

I have  searched  every  telephone  book  In  the  United  States  (Tele- 
phone Library,  Boston)  and  know  something  definite  about  almost 
every  Eustis  now  in  the  United  States. 

Tour  group  and  that  of  Prof.  Alvin  Allen  Eustis  at  9^5  Euolid 
Avenue,  Berkeley,  California  94708  are  members  of  ny  own  family 
tree,  I truly  believe,  but  I am  going  to  have  to  olassify  you  as 
unidentified  persons  if  I don't  have  some  luck  or  help.  I am  sure 
your  family  comes  from  around  Bangor  or  Prospect  or  Dixfield,  but 
I can  find  no  link  except  that  I am  Interested  in  James  F*,  which 
suggests  that  it  comes  from  some  wife  such  as,  Triphonia  French 
(Item  46)  or  Octavia  French  (Item  4j).  Also,  notice  Augusta  Marie 
(Item  44)  married  William  French* 

Perhaps  you  will  study  the  book  which  I have  enclosed.  Perhaps 
you  will  have  some  thoughts,  but  study  it  soon  and  reply  soon. 

I am  stopping  ny  work  early  this  spring.

As  a result  of  corresponding  with  Mrs.  Alvin  Allen  Eustis,  who  at 
this  date  August  15»  1968,  resides  with  her  husband  at  945  Euolid 
Avenue,  Berkeley,  California  947O8,  I have  obtained  oertain  in- 
teresting infoxmation,  which  I think  is  correct  about  William  Eus- 
tis (6),  who  is  recorded  by  Item  #50  in  the  compilation  of  Prof. 
Henry  Lawrence  Eustis  appearing  in  the  front  of  this  book.  This 
information,  she  hoped,  might  establish  the  identity  of  her  hus- 
band, Alvin  Allen  Eustis,  but  I have  not  yet  seen  that  it  does, 
although  for  reasons  that  are  not  clearly  established  he  thinks 
his  grandfather  was  the  above  William  (6).  However,  I have  not 
seen  the  connection.  There  is  an  Alvin  DeMerit,  who  married  a 
Mazy  Eustis  (7),  whom  I believe  to  be  the  daughter  of  William  (6) 
by  hie  second  wife. 

Restatement  Correction!  "Mrs.  Henzy  C.  Allen  is  the  daughter  of 
Elizabeth  Eustis  (7)  (Barger)  (Hart).  It  was  Mrs.  Allen  who  mar- 
ried three  tiroes.” 

Thus,  although  the  names  Alvin  and  Allen  do  appear  in  the  descen- 
dants of  William  (6),  there  is  no  deiinite  connection  to  Alvin 
Allen  Eustis  in  California,  whom  I am  thus  obliged  to  put  under 
ny  heading  T,  which  covers  persons  of  unknown  origin.  I hope 
Alvin  Allen  Eustis  will  later  be  able  to  find  the  definite  con- 
nection, but  I cannot  wait  longer  before  publication.

Eustis 
(Mrs.  Alvin  A.  E&stis  Jr.)  of  9^5  Euclid  Avenue,  Berkeley, 
California  9470 6 enclosing  therewith  a photographic  oopy 
of  an  article  from  the  Cumberland  Advocate  (Wisconsin) 
dated  July  l4,  19J2  perporting  to  have  been  prepared  by, 
or  the  result  of  an  interview,  with  a grandchild  of  Wil- 
liam Eustis  (6).  The  following  facts  have  been  extracted 
from  this  newspaper  article.  I believe  the  author  is  R.B. 
Hart. 

The  article  in  Cumberland  Advocate  of  July  14,  19J2  de- 
scribes "William"  (who  as  small  with  black  hair,  later 
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white,  blue  eyes  and  prominent  noee)  as  born  in  New- 
buryport  on  March  4,  1799)  served  as  a olerk  for  three 
years;  set  himself  up  in  business  at  Eaatport,  Maine  and 
evidentally  prospered.  He  married  April  26,  1825  to  Fran- 
oes  Winslow,  who  bore  him  four  children:

2.)  Elizabeth  (7)  - mother  of  person  providing  this  in- 
formation - married  John  Barger  and  had  four  chil-

She  acquired  tuberculosis  and  believing  her  health  would 
be  improved  he  sold  his  Eaatport  business  in  1852*  planning 
to  emigrate  to  Illinois,  but  Mrs*  Frances  Winslow  Eustis 
died  before  the  move  oould  be  made. 

With  his  four  ohildren  he  orossed  the  Alleghaney  Mts. , 
floated  down  the  Ohio  and  travelled  up  the  Mississippi 
and  Illinois  Rivers,  settling  near  Springfield,  Illinois, 
not  far  from  present  Loami.  Here  he  built  a house. 

In  1840  he  married  Martha  Sowell,  who  bore  him  three 
ohildren:

It  is  stated  that  he  suffered  from  the  default  of  his  con- 
tract oovering  sale  of  his  Eastport  property  and  went  thru 
bankruptcy  in  the  panie  of  1857* 

In  Illinois  William  Eustis  (6)  suffered  from  maleria  and 
he  moved  to  Wisconsin  in  1846.  He  built  a house  for  his 
daughter,  the  widow  of  John  Barger,  near  his  own  home.  He 
was  a Unitarian  whom  it  was  said  took  particular  care  in 
finding  jobs  to  do  on  Sunday  morning.  He  was  a constant 
reader  but  only  attended  common  sohools.  He  was  an  origin- 
al stockholder  and  direotor  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Fort  Atkinson,  Wisconsin.  His  politios  were  Republican  and 
ardent  supporter  of  Lincoln*  He  was  never  profane,  used 
chewing  tobaoco,  but  did  not  nooks  or  use  ooffee,  tea  or 
alcohol.  He  was  a very  aotive  public  spirited  citizen  of 
Fort  Atkinson  - town  olerk  many  years  and  very  active  in 
support  of  schools* 

This  article  states  that  as  of  July  14,  1952  only  two  de- 
scendants of  William  (6)  survive  who  have  the  name  of  Eus- 
tis; namely  Frank  L*  Eustis  (8)  and  his  son  Lawrence  Uglow 
Eustis  (9)*

Dorohester,  Mass*  They  spread  out  from  Fairfield 
County,  Conn,  into  Westchester  County,  N.I*  It  is 
possible  that  this  James  Eustis  went  to  Connecticut 
from  the  Boston  area.  He  is  a contemporary  of  Wil- 
liam (1),  the  common  anoestor  of  the  family  investi- 
gated by  Henry  Lawrence  Eustis  and  later  by  Warner 
Eustis  in  his  book  "The  Eustis  Families  of  U*  S. 
1657-1966."  This  author  believes  there  have  been  a 
number  of  people  having  the  name  of  Eustis  who  have 
drifted  in  and  out  of  Suffolk  County,  Mass,  and  Mar- 
blehead, Mass.,  as  well  as  other  plaoes,  who  have  not

Nov.  20,  1970*  the  office  of  The  Wayside  Inn  at  Sudbury,  Mass,  has 
confirmed,  by  phone,  that  the  ooach  used  by  Gov.  William  Euetie  (5), 
in  which  he  took  Lafayette  to  lay  the  oomer  stone  of  Bunker  Hill 
Monument,  is  in  the  bam  at  The  Wayside  Inn  and  is  the  property  of 
The  Wayside  Inn. 

As  of  Nov.  20,  1970,  the  sword  and  regalia  of  Gov.  William  Euatis  (5) 
are  to  be  seen  in  a glass  cabinet  at  the  John  Hancock  House  in  Lex- 
ington, MaSB. 

In  a publication  entitled  "The  White  House",  published  by  White 
House  Historical  Association,  on  page  114,  there  is  a colored  pic- 
ture entitled  "The  White  House  Library"  and  on  opposite  page  115  the 
text  reads  - "The  urn-shaped  French  vase  in  the  window  sill  is  one  of 
two  given  by  Lafayette  to  Gov.  Eustis  of  Massachusetts  in  1824."

Beside  the  road*  between  village*  of  8tratton  and  Eurtis,  Maine, 
will  be  found  a monument  oomp rising  a large  boulder*  with  a bronze 
relief*  showing  Charles  Lyman  Eustis  (6)  (Item  65  of  Prof*  Henry  L* 
Euatis).  Also*  see  his  letter  to  his  grandson*  John  P.  Eustis  (8)* 
Vol.  I Appendix* 

This  monument  was  erected  in  the  Eustis  Pines  by  John  P*  Eustis  (8) 
in  1922*  in  the  presenoe  of  Warner  Eustis  (9)  and  George  Barker  Eus- 
tis (7)  (Item  A- 16*  Vol*  I)  of  Minneapolis*  Warner  Eustis*  at  that 
time*  owned  a summer  camp  on  Greenbush  Pond*  on  the  road  from  Eustis 
to  Chain  of  Ponds.  Tim  Pond  and  its  outlet*  Tim  Brook*  drain  into 
the  Dead  River*  close  to  Eustis  Village*  Tim  was  a helper  of  Charles 
lyman  Eustis*  and  Jim*  for  whom  nearby  Jim  Pond  is  named*  was  also  a 
valued  helper  in  Eustis  lumbering  operations* 

The  Lewiston  Journal  of  Lewiston*  Maine  on  Saturday*  October  $0,  1957, 
gives  a lengthy  description  of  the  Eustis  Pines  Park  and  Monuments 
there  to  Eustis  and  to  Benedict  Arnold*  who  passed  thru  this  wilder- 
ness in  his  attaok  on  Quebec.  The  road  is  known  as  the  Arnold  Trail* 

In  1775  General  Arnold  and  Major  Bigelow  are  said  to  have  rested 
several  days  with  their  men  at  Shadagee  Falls*  just  north  of  Green- 
bush  Pond*  on  the  Dead  River*  known  also  as  the  North  Branch  of  the 
Kennebec  River.  Major  Bigelow  climbed*  what  is  now  Mt*  Bigelow* 
hoping  to  see  the  spires  of  Quebee*  probably  not  realizing  it  was 
some  150  miles  away* 

Visitors  to  this  monument  should  drive  about  one  mile  west  from  the 
monument  to  Eustis  Ridge  to  see  a famous  panorama  of  this  great  for- 
est area*
